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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Receipt is acl<nowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), whicli 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

2. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later Invention was made In order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e). (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

3. The submitted IDS has been considered. A copy of applicant-submitted Form 
PT01449 is enclosed. 

4. Suggestion: 

Figures 2-3 should show the material in chamber 13 to enhance clarity to avoid 
the impression that the chamber in Figures 2-3 is an air chamber per se. 

5. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Long!, 759 F.2d 887. 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. CIr. 1985); In re Van Omum, 686 F.2d 937. 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
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1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970):and, In re Thorington. 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

6. Claims 1-12 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 12-14 of 
copending Application No. 10/718820 filed 11/21/2003. Although the conflicting claims 
are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because the instant 
claims 1-12 are an obvious variation of the subject matter defined by claims 12-14 of 
10/718820. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

The published application US 200401 59993A1 is made of record as 
con-esponding to 1 0/71 8820. See Figure 3 of Miller et al(US 2004/01 59993A1 ). 
Sleeve 33 of Figure 3 of US 2004/01 59993A1 corresponds to the instant claimed 
isolating sleeve. 
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7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

8. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Causemann(US 2004005 1270A1). 

See Figures 2A and 2B. 

Applicant cannot rely upon the foreign priority papers to overcome this rejection 
because a translation of said papers has not been made of record in accordance with 
37CFR1.55. See MPEP§ 201.15. 

9. US00676701 0B2 corresponds to submitted US 2003/0047399. 

10. DE3332985 discloses curable material 7 of Figures 1 . 2, 4, , 5, and 7. 

1 1 . Note isolating sleeve 86 of Walker(2896938). Graef(362881 0) discloses curable 
material at 32 in Figure 3 thereof. Note Figure 1 of Lutz(DE3538150A1) 

12. Note the Sasse(US006293533) and Sydekum et al(US5553713) suspension 
adjusters . See Figures 5, 5a of Sydekum et al(US5553713).
